And What Have You

Last week when we talked about the 
many changes and controversey over the 
voter registration system in Texas effect­ 
ing the num ber of people that were 
qualifying themselves to vote, we were 
not aware of the latest mixup. 
It seems for a few days last week 
there was word going around that people 
over 60 years of age would have to regi­ 
ster along 
with everyone else, even 
though they lived in a city under 10,000 
or in a rural area. 


Attorney General Crawford Martin 
released a report later in the week that 
this was not true for this year. 
The am endm ent on the poll tax and 
voter registration that the District Court 
has ruled to be invalid states that e v e ry 
one would have to register but it does 
not go into effect until Feb. I, 1968. 
So, even if the Texas Supreme Court 
rules that the amendm ent is valid we will 
still have more concussion when it comes 
time to register next year. 


But at least for this year things are 
the same as alw ays except that you just 
do not need money. If you have paid your 
poll tax in the past you need to register 
now, and if you were exempt in the past, 
you are still exempt. 
The w ay that registrations are lag­ 
ging over the state you get the impression 
that people feel that if it is free it must 
not be worthwhile. If this year is any in­ 
dication of the trend in the years to come 
it would seem that the purposes of elimi­ 
nating the poll tax have work just back­ 
wards to w hat was intended. 
Please qualify yourself to vote by 
registering — even though it is free this 
year it is still just as valuable to you as 
a citizen as it ever was. 


I would suspect that Governor john 
Connally is still trying to figure out what 
is happening in regard to this matter o. 
permitting cities to vote themselves a 
sales tax. 
He started out opposed to the whole 
idea but then the mayors from ever the 
state convinced him that this w as the 
only answer to their problem. Since it 
would require each city to decide by vote 
cf the local citizens whether they wished 
to impose a sales tax on themselves he 
adaed it to his program for the state 
Now comes the joker. The legislators 
from the larger cities are all coming out 
in opposition to the idea. 
It makes you wonder w hat is going 
on at the city level Both tho mayors and 
the legislators are elected by the same 
people but they seem to be headed in 
different directions. 
The oddest part about the whole 
thing is that the matter would ultimately 
be decided by the voters anyw ay. 
But, this is all part of the life of a 


politician.
